Devilbiss' house, one mile west of here, 
s a total wreck, as is also Baker's adobe 
louse and J. R. Wofshill's stone house. 


The intensity of feeling over the 


present state of affairs and fears for the 
uture have caused some prominent 
citizens to telegraph to the governor for 
,he military tents from the store of the 
state. The buildings standing in Win- 
ers are not safe at the present time. 


The public schools at Auburn were 


closed yesterday morning until May 9 
on account of the earthquake scare. 


The shock at Grass Valley was very 


violent and everybody fled into the 
streets. Several brick buildings were 
cracked.

At Sacramento, the state capitol 


rooked wildly and the inmates were

ng were thrown to the ground with 
such force that they were buried in the 
earth.

about the head and face. The ea.1t and 
west walls of flame's hotel are in 
aplns, and it is doubtful if the other 
two walls can be saved. There is not a 
chimney left standing in the town. 


The damages at Devil Bliss hotel and 


the bank building are not as serious as 
at t first reported. 
They were both 


propped up Wednesday, otherwise they 
would probably have been demolished.

plete wreck and they have locked it up. 
Frank Wyatt's stock of tailoring goods 
is covered up by a pile of brick.
